THE SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—Secretary Car- 


lisle's part in the preparation of the 
sugar schedule of the bill is officially 
stated as follows: 


Senator Jones called upon and in- 


formed Mm that the subcommittee had 
agreed .upon the sugar schedule and 
requested that he put it in proper form. 
This the secretary did. In the after- 
noon at 'Mr. Jones' request Secretary 
Carlisle visited the capital and was in- 
formed that only changes -were under 
consideration, and being requested to 
do so, made some interlineations in the 
amendment. 


The committee then decided that a 


provision should be incorporated pro- 
viding that the Hawaiian reciprocity 
treaty should not be affected by the 
schedule. 
The book containing- the 


treaties was obtained by Secretary 
Carlisle from the room of the foreign 
committee, and he wrote the proviso 
which preserves the Hawaiian treaty. 
All this is in the handwriting of Secre- 
tary Carlisle. 
• 


This event transpired on Saturday, 


May 5. That, night it occurred to the 
secretary that if the bounty should be 
repealed July 1, 1894, and duty should 
not be imposed until six months there- 
after, there would be a period during 
•which there would be neither bounty 
nor duty. 
He desired to save the 


committee from the criticism which 
would follow so palable a blunder. He 
sought Senator Jones. — Finding that 
he had gone to lac capitol, the secre- 
tary drove there and found Senators 
Jones, McPherson and Vest and Repre- 
sentative Breckinridge, of the ways 
and means committee, engaged in go- 
ing over the bill. 


That visit on Sunday, May 6, was the 


only, visit made by Mr. Carlisle to the 
committee without an invitation, and 
the change alluded to is the only origi- 
nal suggestion he made in connection 
•with the formulation of the bill. 


With reference to the giving of a let- 


ter to Mr. Havemeyer, introducing that 
gentleman to Senator Mills, it appears 
that when he presented himself at the 
treasury department he was informed 
that he should cell upon those who 
were framing the bill. 


Mr. Ilavemeyer had slight acquaint- 


ance with Mr. Mills, and in order to 
Eave time and insure him a conference 
with the senator, Secretary Carlisle, at 
the request of Mr. Ilavemeyer, gave 
him a note of introduction 


The story that Secretary Carlisle 


called on the committee on his own 
motion and insisted that a certain 
schedule for sugar should be adopted, 
for the reason that the sugar trust had 
mnde liberal contributions to the dem- 
ocratic fund, is denied emphatically by 
the secretary.

William 
iufus King, who was' vice president 
indor Franklin Pierce, served in the 
senate for twenty-nine years, but his 
service was not continuous. He began 
lis first term in 1810 and ended his last 
in 1853. 
Henry B. Anthony, of Rhode 


sland, had he Uvcd to see the end of 
ils last term, would have equale'd the 
record of Mr. Morrill. He was elected 
Ive times, but only served a year and 


half of his last term. He diied.'in 


1884. 
Hannibal Qamlin, of Maine, 


comes next in point of length of serv- 
ce. Practically he was in tho senate' 
continuously from 1848 to 1805. Four 
•ears of this time was as vice president 
under Lincoln, .when he was presiding' 
officer. Mr. Hamllh was elected to _the 
upper house in 1800 again, so that' his 
service in that body was twenty-eight 
rears and six months, and he bad been 
Ix years in the house before his first 
fiocutorial election.

MAKING MILLINER'S FOLDS. 


wrinkle.' To do this it is better to pin 
one edge of the bias material along the 
straight edge of the cutting board. 
The points of the pins can be easily 
stuck into the wood sufficiently to hold 
It firmly. Then measure the width 
you Intend to cut the strips at either 
end of the board; and stiak another pin 
into the wood; at these points.

A plain white or cream square envelope 
is used for this card. Where the name 
is to be Rcen an opening like that of n 
picture frame is cut through tho face 
oxlhe envelope, a line of narrow gild- 
ing finishing tho edge.

Peculliir Variefife* That Travel Across the 


Land. 


Travelers in South America are some- 


times regaled with wonderful stories 
about the overland trips of certain 
fishes, and in many instances the ac- 
counts have been substantiated, es- 
pecially in the cases of the Doras and 
Callichthys—catfishcs common in the 
tropical South 
American 
streams. 


These fishes exist in vast numbers in 
the streams and pools, and, like their 
East Indian allies, they start in a body 
overland, presenting a most singular 
appearance, especially to those who 
have never seen a fish out of water by 
its own volition. 


Another 
catfish, 
known 
as the 


Tangsa, in South American waters, is 
often seen on partly submerged logs, 
apparently having the habits of a frog 
or lizard. In England the familiar lit- 
tle fish known as the blenny has a 
curious habit of basking in the open 
air at times. This was first noticed by 
a naturalist named Ross, who kept 
several of the fishes in an aquarium. 
He had great difficulty in making them 
stay in the water. At certain times 
during the day they would make des- 
perate and often successful attempts 
to get out. Finally, npon the advice 
of a friend, he placed a stone in the 
tank so that part of it was exposed, 
and out upon it climbed the bicnnies. 
They seemed to require air, and from 
choice spent part of the time out of the 
water. Singnlarly enough, this was 
during the ebb tide, the period when 
they would naturally be left high and 
dry in the pools along shore.

2. Put down any new glimpse of 


truth, any suggestive vein of thought, 
any object or event which aptly illus- 
trates spiritual lessons; and this will 
result (a) it will induce the habit .of 
observation, 
(b) 
it will cultivate 


thoughtfulness, (c) it will develop the 
faculty of drawing- lessons from every- 
day experiences. 


You will thus have not only an accu- 


mulating store of thought; but an over- 
flow for prayer-meeting, Sunday school 
and private conversation. Having such 
a living, germinal,- personal volume' 
with you always, you will find a golden 
use for odds and ends of time in look- 
ing over, brooding over, its pages.

giveness. 
In business and society—ex- 


cept as modified by religion—and, it 
might be said, even in the natural 
world, the law of retribution for evil- 
doing prevails. Where religion has 
not obtained 
some 
recognized in- 


fluence, retaliation for injury is the 
rule and forgiveness the rare excep- 
tion. Even where religion has become 
powerful revenge continues all too 
common. But the lesson of^ forbear- 
ance and forgiveness is one which, hav- 
ing personally learned, a truly re- 
ligious man earnestly practices and 
teaches. He knows by 
experience 


the joy of pardon following his re- 
pentant shame for his sin. He has 
learned, also, in some measure, both 
that he ought to forgive those who 
have injured him and how to do it. 


It also is an experience peculiarly 


promotive of inward peace. The mind 
matured and .expert in trade, law, art, 
or anything else may be conscious not 
only of conceded superiority but also 
practically of actual mastery, yet it 
may be disturbed and almost tor- 
mented by some fact, or even some 
threatening possibility, in anyone of 
ninny other departments of its life. 
Hut religious experience calms aad 
cheers whatever forebodings may rise. 
God has guarded, guided anci blessed 
with loving wisdom and has over- 
ruled evil for good, and it teaches that 
He can be depended upon to continue 
His beneficent supervision. Expari- 
e&ce assures us as nothing else does or 
can, and religious experience causes a 
peace of heart which nothing can de-

LESSON XOTES. 


Pharaoh Hardens His Heart.—For 


nine months plague after plnguo falls 
successively upon the Egyptians with 
terriblo severity, and yet Pharaoh's 
heart is hardened. In other places it 
is said that God hardened Pharaoh's 
heart. In what way? Much light is 
thrown upon this question by an at- 
tentive study of the narrative. 


1. Three words are used in the 


original, aH 
translated 
"harden," 


equivalent to "make hard," "heavy," 
"firm." 


2. Harden is used nineteen times in 


this account, in which it is said eleven 
times that God hardened Pharaoh's 
heart, three times that he hardened it 
himself, and five times simply the fact 
that it was hardened, and all these 
words of the original are used in each 
case. 


S. In the narrative of what actually 


took place, it is not till after the sixth 
plague and the seventh use of the 
word, that it is said that the Lord 
hardened his heart, and only after the 
eighth plague is the agency exclusively 
ascribed to God. 


"Submission now would have meant 


prudnnce, not penitence; and it was 
against prudence, not penitence, that 
he was hardened, because he had re- 
sisted evidence, experience, and even 
the testimony of his own magicians." 
It only means that for him the last fivu 
plagues were not disciplinary, but 
wholly penal. "Callousness was fol- 
lowed by infatuation, as even the pa- 
gans felt that whom God wills to ruin 
He fu:st drives mad."—Chadwick. 


•1. God did precisely the. same things 


that he had been doing- all along with 
the express design of making Pharaoh 
let the people go. "The revolting idea 
that God sends His Holy Spirit to hearts 
with the express design of hardening 
them Snds no warrant in tho Scrip- 
tures. The office of tlie Holy Spirit is 
to soften and win the soul."—Johnson. 
"God 
did to Pharaoh exactly what He 


in the beginning- did to Moses, and for 
the same purpose."—Robinson. 


5. Everything- God did was right and 


good, and this good was used as th§ 
occasion for Pharaoh to harden his 
heart. It is the same to-day. 


0. God made the natural laws under 


which Pharaoh acted, and by misusing 
which his heart was hardened. Every 
act of resistance and disobedience al- 
ways hardens the heart. 


7. When Pharaoli had hardened his 


own heart, so that there was no possi- 
ble hope of his yielding obedience, 
thenGod.by His providence, bynaturaV 
law, 
perhaps by the withdrawal of 


special influences, let him go on in his 
high-handed and blind course to his 
own destruction. This was the fruit 
and punishment of Pharaoh's harden- 
ing his own henrt. God never hardens 
a willing and obedient heart. 


The.Birthday of the Nation.—Verses 


1, 2. Now began a new era and epoch 
in the history of Israel. It was like 
the motto on the reverse of the United 
States seal, "a new order of the ages." 
It was the birthday of the nation and 
needed a special commemoration. 


Anniversary days. (1) The change 


of the year marked the great impor- 
tance of the events it commemorated. 
(2) It brought to mind fevery year the 
great truths and lessons of the events. 
"Through the constant observance of 
this ordinance, their literature, their 
religion, their character as a people, 
were largely molded; and, in an age 
when books were almost unknown, the 
constant representation of this first 
great scene in their history served all 
the purposes which to-day are answered 
by our children's histories and our pub-; 
lie schools."—Rev. William Taylor. 
(8) It pointed them to Go3, as the 
source of their national life and hope. 
(4) It ever reminded them of the priv- 
ilege anddaty of beginning anew their 
lives, of making a new era, a new epoch. 
(5) For like reasons it is well for us 
to commemorate the great days of our 
lives,—birthdays, wedding-days, con- 
versions. It is well to commemorate 
the great days of the nation and of the 
church of Christ. 


The Institution of the Passover.—Vs. 


8-11. 
The Hebrew Pesacb (Greek, 


Pascha) and ttie English Passover have 
exactly the same meaning—to "pass 
over" or spare—and they. are derived 
from the fact, mentioned in v. 13, that 
the destroying angel would pass over 
all houses whereon was the blood of 
the Pascal lamb, and not destroy the 
first-born there.

,. Methodist preachers are proverbially 
an ill paid lot, and they always feel 
that the phrase "as poor as a church 
mouse" applies with peculiar fitness to 
them. It is one of the denomination's 
frequent assertions, however, that its 
wor.s is largely among the poor people, 
who cannot afford to give their pas- 
tors large salaries. 
In the old days 


when living was cheap the salaries 
were really not so small in proportion 
to the living- expenses us they are 
now. Then a Methodist parson with a 
salary of four hundred dollars could, if 
he had a country pastorate, live com- 
fortably, keep n horse, scud his nine or 
ten children to school and manage to 
lay by ti penny for a rainy day. There 
are plenty of the "old stagers" left 
among the Methodist preachers who 
went through those times, and who 
are now living- frugally on the amount 
which they laid by. Salaries among- 
the Methodists have advanced some- 
what, but they are still extremely low. 
The country parsons . look upon their 
city brethren as rolling in wealth and 
luxury, vet not a single Methodist pas- 
tor even iu New York city receives as 
high a salary as five thousand dollars a 
year. This seems incredible, but. ac- 
cording to tho New York Tribune, it is 
a fact, though it must be remembered' 
that a parsonage is almost always pro- 
vided and is furnished in some way or 
other, comfortable or uncomfortable. 


It is not until one comes to the coun- 


try districts that the really meager sal- 
aries are found.. 
The case of the 


preacher who applied for full connec- 
tion with tho" recent conference at 
Brooklyn is still fresh. Somebody got 
up and said that the applicant owed 
money, and so ought not to be allowed 
to come in. Then a committee found 
out that, the man had only three hun- 
dred dollars a yeav salary; that out of 
this sum he had to supporthimself and 
keep a horse, and on Sundays had to 
ride thirty or forty miles to preaeh- 
They decided to let him in. It is some- 
times the case thatttie country preach- 
er's salary is eked out by, a "do- 
nation" from his kind-hearted parish- 
ioners. They flock to the parsonage in 
a body some night, bring- enough sand- 
wiches and cakes and pics and cider to 
enjoy themselves thoroughly, turn tho 
house upside down, leave a few clothes, 
provisions and, perhaps, a little money, 
and theu go home with the impression 
that they have provided a winter's 
supply of food for the dominie's fam- 
ily, and have done altogether the neat 
thing.

£0. Between 1880 and 1800 Wisconsin 
pained 0,750 owning- cultivators and 
7,377 tenant cultivators; Iowa gained 
only 3,021 owning:-cultivators and 10,- 
503 tenant cultivators. The percenfc- 
nffe of tenancy in Minnesota increased 
from 0.15 to 15.25. In Nebraska the 
percentage of tenancy was 18.03 in 1380. 
The fig-urea for 1800 are not out, hut 
the area cultivated by tenants of the 
state Increased from 058,038' acres In 
1884 
\jO 1,407,470 in 1800, and A. P. Bent- 


ley's monograph on Harrison, Neb., 
taking that as a typioal western farm 
community, showed that of 135 owners 
of the land in that township, fifty-one 
had never boon resident in the town, 
and ten had lived there and moved 
away; 13,000 acres in that town were 
cultivated by owners and 0,800 by ten- 
ants. Between 1880 and 1884 the num- 
ber of Michigan farms cultivated by 
owners diminished seventy-four and 
the number of rented farms increased 
3,404. What do these facts indicate? 
According to the New York Commer- 
cial Bulletin they indicate that where- 
as twenty or thirty years ago tho cul- 
tivators of the soil had all the prod- 
ucts, a considerable and growing- frac- 
tion of the farmers of the west, as well 
as of New England, New Jersey and 
the south, now, with the prices of 
produce lower than they used to b«, 
divide the products with tho owners of 
the land.

Most of tho u'uts import-id into Ger- 


many are used only for their oil. In 
1S08 the imports amounted to 20,973 
tons. 
Of this quantity, nearly 14,000 


tons oame from Africa and almost all 
the rest from British flfest India. Only 
twenty-five tons were imported from 
this countr3», 
wliloh 
produces 
the 


sweetest tasting but 'cast oleaginous 
varieties. Most of'th* oil Is used aa 
a substitute for olive oil for salads and 
cookinfi-. 
The best African nut oil 


ranges iu price from 57 flenta to Si'a 
gallon. The American nute produce 
an oil worth only ftbout BO cents. 
The second quality aftil last pressings 
go to "fatten" oleomargarine and to 
make soap, etc. The refuse,after press- 
ing, Is make up into food for cattle 
and sheep, and the shells oro used in 
the manufacture of cheap paper, or 
ground up for fodder with tho crushed 
kernels. It was the wonderful nutri- 
tive quality of the peanut oil cake fed 
to domestic animals which Bet the 
savants to experimenting with the 
nut as a cheap food.

A huge demonstration of miners 


numbering over 1.000 was held at the 
nail mill, this city, Thursday night 


The miners formed upon the streets, 


and making a procession nearly a mile 
long, marched to the place of meeting. 
They were headed by local leaders and 
their procession greatly resembled a 
political 
demonstration 
in presiden- 


tial campaigns. 


The men were called together for the 


purpose of preventing the transporta- 
tion of coal from fields lying south 
and east of Jackson county to manu- 
facturers and consumers. 


Dr. W. S. Hoy, was the chief orator 


of the meeting and he urged the men 
to nse peaceable methods to secure 
their ends. The doctor spoKe in mid- 
air, with bare head and was surrounded 
by thcusandsof listeners. Jean Paul 
Marat, never made a more firey speech 
in the Tuileries. 


Other orators also prevailed upon the 


men to stop the transportation of coal 
and resolutions were adopted to that 
effect 
A committee of five were sent 


to the local railroad agents, who im- 
mediately 
apprised their respective 


officials of the demands of the miners, 
and received a reply that no further 
attempt would be made to transport 
coal upon any of the roads in Juckson 
county. 


When the committee reported then- 


success to the men, they were greeted 
with applause. The committee also 
expressed its thanks for the coustes.v 
shown by loc;il ofh'cials. 


A committee was then appointed to 


watch all trains and upon the discov- 
ery of coal in any car to 


RING THE TOWN B1CL1., 


Which shall be'a signal for a general 
outpouring of the miners and 
the 


seizure ot the coal as contraband of 
war. Every train is now under strict 
espionage, and as the men are deter- 
mined, it will he useles for any com- 
pany to attempt to transport coal on 
its line, as nearly 2,000 minors cavi be 
assembled at any time upon the ringing 
of the town bell. 


The United Mine Workers' officials 


have wired from Coiilton, Glen Roy and 
Jackson that the men are in murching 
order at those points nnd are ready for 
duty at a moment's notice. 
It is 


claimed that over 3,000 men can be 
thrown into rank in Jackson county in 
three hours if any attempt is made to 
move coal. 


Friday morning at nine o'clock a 


large procession of miners formed in the 
Milton furnace enclosure and marched 
to Conltoii to attend a general county 
meeting. It is the purpose of those at- 
tending to secure the passage of reso- 
lutions restraining the B. & O. S. W. 
road from'transporting coal upon its 
main line passage through Hamden. 
If this is done, aucl attempts made to 
stop trains upon the main line, it will 
probably result in conflict with the 
militia. 


The miners, so fur, have used only 


peaceable means to enforce their de- 
mands, aud this is very -commendable. 
No rash act or unlawful deed should 
mar their reputation at this juncture 
when the strike is so nearly won. Pub- 
lic sentiment of local oparators is with 
the men in their request for better 
wages, and as lony as peaceable means 
prevail this support will back them up 
and help them as far as possible 
win their battle.

Worm," the word "worm" meaning 
snake or dragon; Lampton being the- 
name of the man who finally succeeded 
in slaying- the .hideous creature. An- 
other old-time English mj^th, scarcely 
less popular than that of the Lampton 
worm, is that of the "Drafjqn of Sock- 
burn Downs." The nnme of the man 
who slew the Sockburn nightmare is 
still preserved, and is that of one of 
the best known "North Country" fami- 
lies. His tomb is still to be seen in the 
ruins of the church at Sockburn, where 
also he lay in effigy with a rude sculp- 
ture of the dragon at his feet. 
When 


the old church had crumbled to an un- 
recognizable mass of stone and mortar, 
the effifries of the hero and the "worm" 
were 
removed to Sockburn 
hall. 


Among the other relics preserved at 
this haU may be seen the 
identical 


falchion or sword with which the mon- 
ster was slain. Near by, almost in 
sight of this miniature museum of rel- 
ics, is a gigantic bowlder, lying in the 
ntidst of "Worm Field." Here, the 
legend says, the creature attempted to 
hide itself on the day when it was pur- 
sued and vanquished by the hero of 
Sockbnrn Downs.

Thr Natural Stono Is Now Closely Iml- 


tateil bj Chemical i^Io<ins. 


Marble is now so closely imitated by 


chemical means that there is often 
great difficulty in telling the imitation 
from the natural stone, snys tho St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat. By a new proc- 
ess limestone or chalk may bo con- 
verted into the nature of marble of 
iiny'tiut or combination of. shades, 
while the specific gravity is increased, 


the surface of the water bath used 


for the veining there is sprinkled a 
varnish composed o£ sesquioxide of 
iron, gum and turpentine, and, water 
being unstable, a freedom of design 
is obtained, especially when the tur- 
pentine is broken up by the addition of 
soap. 
After the stone is dipped in.tur- 


pentine it is immersed in solutions of 
sulphate of iron, copper, or zinc, sep- 
arate or in combination. 


The difference in shades is obtained 


by varying the per iod of immersion and 
the order of tanks used. Copper aud iron 
Gulplmte give dark colors, zinc and iron 
alternately give light yellow, while the 
use of the three consecutively gives 
dark yellow and brown in variegated 
tints. 
After being treated in the sul- 


phate baths the stone is immersed in 
a warm-water bath to fix the colors, 
all air being mean while expelled. The 
color is said to permeate tho full 
thickness of the stone, which is after- 
ward dried in an oven. The next step 
is an immersion in an indurating bath 
of solution of sulphate of zinc, which 
so closes up tho pores and hardens the 
stone that it acquires nearly the den- 


ty of natural marble, and is then 
eady for polishing in the ordinary 
•ay.

and punish those who do not respect 
them; good roads so that you may visit 
and trade with each other; bridges, 
sidewalks, culverts and the like to 
further your convenience and comfort;
